The Student Activitics Budget Commis- 
ston (SABC) Thursday approved a prelimt- 
nary budget of $11,700 in programming 
funds and $5,180 in work study funds for 
UNOstudentagencies forthe 1993-04 school 
year. 

Programming and work study money 
comes from the Fund A allocation of student 
fees. This allocation totats $7.50 per stu- 
dent. 

The commission approved preliminary 
budget figures of programming funds of 
$4,375 for the American Multicultural Stu- 
dents (AMS), $1,000 for the Disabled Stu- 
dents Agency (DSA), $3,625 for the 
Women's Resource Center (WRC) and 


- $2,700 for the International Student Ser- 


vices (ISS). 

SABC member Mary Reynolds said 
AMS and WRC received the most money 
because those agencies have traditionally 
sponsored more events than the other agen- 
cies. 

“These figures are appropriate because 


‘AMSand WRC putonmore programs. DSA 


and ISS haven't pursucd this. option (pro- 
gramming) very much,” she said, 

Amy Bellows, advisor for student orga- 
nizations, said theotheragencics, especially 
DSA, needed more money to increase pro- 
gramming potential. 

“] {cel strongly about programs. We do 
have things coming for DSA,” she said. 
“Anything you can increase, they would 
appreciate. They deserve this chance.”

DSA's preliminary budget approval of 
$1,000 for programming funds is a $400 
increase from this year’s budget. 

SABC also approved preliminary wosk 
study funds of $1,450 for AMS, $1,428 for 
DSA and $2,302 for WRC. ISS did not 
request work study funds since SABC al- 
ready approved the full time hiring of an 
assistant director at an earlier meeting, said 
Tesey Forman, manager of student activi- 
tics, 

Forman said UNO pays 35 percent of its 
work study program, with the federal gov- 
ernment paying 65 percent. 

Bellows opened the meeting by present- 
ing the work study figures, which were setat 
an earlier SABC meeting. The figures were 
higher for each agency than last year, which 
would have brought the total work study 
request to $19,000. 

Forman immediately said.those figures 
would not be accepted by the federal gov- 
emmment, 

“The federal government simply will not 
approve that. They just don’t have the 
money,” he said. 

Bellows revised the figures to $5,180, 
which would make the government's share 
$9,621, for a total of $14,802. 

In a later intervicw, Forman said, “This 
figure may still bea little high forthe federal 
government, because this ycar they gave us 
between $7,000 to $8,000. Even if the fed- 
eral goverament willnotallocate this figure, 
we would still have enough money in re- 
serve tomake up the difference. It should be 
no problem.”

King said Black History Month is appropri

“TJ think it is tragic we have to designate a 
time,” King said. 

King said other nations are surpassing this 
country because few have as many problens 
with racism. 


“We as a nation must move beyond all the 
suppressive and oppressive behavior we have | 


and getrid ofall the discrimination,” King said. 
King attributed the inappropriate tcaching of 
history as one of the major seasons for racism. 
He said the educational system necds to be 


redefined inorder togivecredittoallthosewho | 


contributed to American History. 


‘When we redesign our curriculum, ithasto | 


be an inclusive curriculum," King said. “When 
schoo) begins, wenecdtostudy thehistory ofall 
people who make up Americans. 

Onesolution toprevent racism, King said, is 
to teach diversity to the younger generations, 

“It’s too late for diversity once you get to 
college. By that time you could be a serious 
racist,” King said. “You have to unteam that

Writing the word “God” on a blackboard 
caused Mark Kenney tocnd up in jail. 

Kenney, a UNO groundskceper, was af. 
rested Thursday moming for refusing to leave 
theUNOcampus. Kenney alleges the incident 
stemmed from his writing “God” on a black. 
board in the facilities management breakroom. 

“Everything else was allowed there, *hesaid, 

Hesaidother workershad becn writinglewd 
andscxually demeaning commentsontheblack- 
board. Kenney found these wordsoffensiveand 
wrote “God” in their place, 

“] was just getling dred of it,” Kenney said. 

He said hie ccceived oral and written wam- 
ings from his superiors for writing the word. 
Kenney sald he didn’t know if other workers 
had received warnings for writing crude com- 
ments. 

If they did, he sald, “it didn’t stop it.” 

Kenney said be came to work Thursday 
moming at 6:30 and again wrote “God” on the 
blackboard, Me said his supervisor, Lowell 
Neuhaus, told Kenney thathe wasimmediately 
suspended indefinitely, Kenney said he then 
Gecided to wait in the break. room until the 
personnel office opened at 8 am. He said 
Neuhaus wanted him tolcave immediately and 
eontacted Campus Security.

Forexampte, aresidentofNebraska pays about $56 per credit 
hour to attend UNO. On the other hand, out-of-state students, 
even if they live in Council Bluffs, lowa, must pay or have the 
schoo! pay $152 per credithour. This figure is nearly three times 
the in-state rate. 

With a budget that’s already tight and facing possible cuts, 
UNO is basically forced to ignore quality out-of-state athtetes. 

What's really worse is that the state of North Dakota has no 
such residency policy. Universities in that state can bring in 
athletes fromall over thecoun- 
| ty for the same rate of its in- 
‘ state students. 

This not only saves those 
schools moncy, which could 
tien be spent on top-notch 
training facilites, but makes them more attractive for athletes 
who may necd to pay their own tuition. 

Thisadvantageisclearly seen as North Dakota State Univer. 
sity and the University of North Dakota dominate almestevery 
sport in the NCC,
